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Continuation of 2. NOTE: Applicants have amended claim 1 to contain the recitation, mammal, which is broader than "human". The 
change in term suggests that all mammals have the sequence of SEQ ID NO: 4. The Examiner has reviewed the specification and has 
not found support for this change in scope. An additional search would need to be executed to verify this claim amendment. Moreover, 
Applicants' claim 1 continues to read on a protein capable of binding kringle domains 1-4 and/or 5. As set forth on page 3 of the Final 
Rejection (Paper number 26, mailed 26 August 2003) the specification does not support an isolated human protein or fragment of ABP-1 
(SEQ ID NO: 2) capable of exclusively binding kringle 5. The specification does not evidence that the structure of the receptor is 
commensurate with binding solely kringle domain 5 as encompassed by the claims. 
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
